that Burnside kept no record of the sales of ma- 
terial, but it has been shown thathe reeeived 
over 352,000 on that account. It is probable 
that Burnside will be rearrested upon addi-

The bondsmen of J. O. P. Burnside, the de- 
faulting disbursing elerk of the postoffice de- 
partment, notified the police headquarters to- 
night that they desired to surrender surnside to 
the authoriies, as they were unwilling to remain 
security for him any longer.
